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CURATOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1864. 


As  in  previous  years,  we  propose  to  give  here  a brief 
notice  of  the  more  interesting  plants  that  have  come  before  us 
during  the  past  year,  restricting  such  notice,  as  will  be  seen,  almost 
totally  to  plants  of  which  specimens  have  passed  through  our  hands, 
notable  either  on  the  score  of  critical  interest,  or  as  having  been 
found  in  tracts  whence  they  are  not  registered  in  the  Cybele 
Britannica  and  its  Supplement. 

Thalictrum  flcxuosum  Bernh.  Mr.  A.  G.  More  sends  from 
the  banks  of  Lough  Conn,  county  Mayo,  specimens  which  agree 
with  this  plant  as  found  in  Ihe  North  of  England. 

Ranunculus  pseudo-fluitans  Newbould.  In  the  new  edition 
of  English  Botany,  Mr.  Syme  (who  places  it  under  R.  peltatus  along 
with  R.  floribundus  Bab.)  says  of  this,  it  is  a “very  remarkable  plant, 
and  may  be  a distinct  subspecies,  as  the  Bev.  ~W.  W.  Newbould 
inclines  to  think.  Professor  Babington  unites  it  with  R.  lieteropliyllus, 
with  which  it  agrees  in  the  weak  collapsing  leaves ; hut  in  other 
respects  it  approaches  R.  peltatus , or  rather  R.  floribundus , and  is 
very  possibly  only  a state  of  that  plant  induced  by  growing  in  run- 
ning water.  In  habit  it  closely  resembles  R.  fluitans,  but  has  the 
segments  of  the  leaves  shorter,  much  less  rigid,  and  less  parallel, 
the  stamens  longer  than  the  head  of  pistils,  and  the  receptacle 
hispid.”  Mr.  A.  G.  More  sends  us  a supply  of  specimens  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  Dublin,  and  writes,  “ The  plant  seems  as  well 
marked  by  distinctive  characters  as  any  other  of  the  British  Batra- 
chian  Ranunculi  except  fluitans , circinatus,  tripartitus,  hederaceus 
and  cccnosus.  To  the  general  habit  and  appearance  of  R.  fluitans  it 
joins  the  floating  leaves  of  R.  peltatus.  Its  submerged  leaves  are 
long  and  very  flaccid,  whip-like,  and  much  coarser  than  in  any  of 
the  others,  except  fluitans.  In  the  streams  of  Ireland  it  appears 
to  be  not  unfrequent,  and  to  take  the  place  which  R.  fluitans 
occupies  in  England.” 
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Alyssum  calycinum.  Sent  by  Mr.  Wm.  Richardson,  from 
near  Warkworth  Station,  Morpeth,  Northumberland,  New  to  the 
Tyne  province. 

Viola  intermediate  betiveen  hirta  and  odorata.  Mr.  T.  R.  A. 
Briggs  sends  from  Limestone,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Plympton 
Maurice,  in  Devonshire,  both  living  and  dried  examples  of  a Violet, 
with  the  following  characters  : — Habit  of  growth  resembling  that  Of 
V.  odorata , the  root-stock  wide-creeping  (in  one  of  the  specimens  a 
foot  long),  and  when  luxuriant  sending  out  stolons  which  bear  tufts 
of  leaves  and  flowers;  petioles  covered  throughout  with  short  stiff 
deflexed  hairs,  at  the  flowering  time  some  of  them  four  or  five 
inches  long  which  is  longer  than  the  peduncles  ; leaves  dull  green 
and  hairy  all  over  above,  paler  and  similarly  hairy  all  over  beneath, 
the  largest  so  much  cordate  that  there  is  only  a narrow  sinus  left 
between  the  basal  lobes,  measuring  at  the  flowering  time  about  one 
inch  and  a half  broad  by  one  and  three  quarters  long,  in  the  autumn 
one  and  three  quarters  by  one  and  a quarter  including  the  lobes, 
the  point  blunt,  the  crenations  more  than  twice  as  broad  as  deep 
and  densely  ciliated,  stipules  lanceolate,  their  ciliations  few  and 
very  short ; peduncles  weak,  slender,  two  to  four  inches  long  when 
the  plant  is  in  flower,  the  upper  part  with  only  a few  scattered  hairs, 
the  lower  part  more  densely  hairy,  the  bracts  linear  and  slightly 
gland-ciliated,  placed  generally  below  the  middle  of  the  peduncle ; 
sepals  oblong,  blunt,  ciliated  along  the  lower  third  of  their  edge  : 
petals  purplish-blue  (less  purple  and  more  blue  than  in  odorata),  the 
base  of  the  flower  white,  the  upper  and  central  pair  about  equal,  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  across,  the  lateral  pair  each  furnished  above  the 
base  with  a tuft  of  white  hairs  ; the  lowest  one  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  across,  obovate  narrowing  gradually  downwards,  distinctly 
emarginate,  marked  within  with  eight  or  ten  branched  purple  lines’ 
the  spur  mauve-purple,  slightly  hooked,  conspicuously  exceeding  the 
densely  ciliated  calycine  appendages;  anther  spur  curved,  blunt, 
four  to  six  times  as  long  as  broad  ; ovary  rather  pointed,  furnished 
with  a few  spreading  hairs.  At  different  times  Mr.  Briggs  has 
found  the  flowers  scentless  or  very  nearly  so  and  rather  strongly 
scented.  At  Thirsk  even  when  the  living  specimens  were  first 
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opened  out  in  the  basket  in  which  they  had  been  sent  from  Plymouth 
we  could  not  detect  any  scent  at  all.  Mr  Briggs  says  that  “The 
calcareous  district  in  which  the  plant  occurs  produces  both  odorata 
and  hirta  plentifully.”  We  have  not  been  able  to  identify  it  precisely 
with  any  of  the  numerous  intermediate  French  forms  described  by 
Jordan  and  Boreau. 

Virta  Curtisii  Forster.  V.  sabulosa  Boreau.  Specimens 
ranging  here  have  come  before  us  this  year  from  coast  sandhills  at 
Southport,  Lancashire  (J.  E.  Whallev),  Malahide  Co.,  Dublin 
( A.  G.  More),  the  Kerry  coast  ( Dr.  D.  Moore),  Newcastle,  Co. 
Down  and  the  shore  of  Lough  Neagh,  near  Shanes  Castle,  Co. 
Antrim  (Rev.  W.  M.  Hind).  Mr.  More  considers  the  Malahide 
plant,  which  has  sometimes  all  purple  and  sometimes  all  yellow 
flowers,  a more  form  of  V.  tricolor.  It  seems  quite  clearly  shown 
now  that  both  the  purple  and  yellow  flowered  plant  have  the  termi- 
nal lobe  of  the  stipules  sometimes  toothed,  as  is  also  the  case  with 
the  montane  V.  lutea.  Such  being  the  case  we  do  not  see  that  there 
is  any  important  character  to  rely  upon  to  separate  these  perennial- 
rooted  coast  sandhills  pansies  from  one  another,  and  would  consider 
them  to  form  an  intermediate  link  connecting  the  typical  tricolor 
and  typical  lutea. 

Stellaria  uliginosa.  Mr.  J.  T.  Boswell  Syme  sends  a series 
of  this  plant  to  shew  the  change  which  takes  place  in  the  leaves  as 
the  year  advances.  The  specimens  have  been  gathered  upon  Hamp- 
stead heath,  Middlesex,  and  are  in  sets  of  three,  gathered  in  July, 
September  and  October  respectively.  Whilst  in  the  July  examples 
the  leaves  are  sessile  and  barely  narrowed  below,  in  the  October  ones 
the  upper  leaves  are  distinctly  spathulate  and  in  some  of  the  lower 
ones  the  haft  becomes  a distinct  petiole.  It  would  be  well  for  those 
who  receive  Professor  Van  Heurck’s  fasciculi  to  compare  these  with 
the  stalked  form  of  the  plant  which  has  been  there  given. 

Spergularia.  AVith  regard  to  this  genus  Mr.  More  writes 
“ The  usually  received  names  will  again  have  to  be  changed.  In  a 
recent  monograph  Dr.  Kinclberg  has  identified  his  L.  neglectum  with 
the  Spergularia  salina  of  Presl’s  Flora  Cechica.  As  this  is  the  oldest 
name,  our  commonest  seaside  form  will  have  to  be  thus  called,  whilst 
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the  L.  salinum  of  Fries  and  Kindberg  is  to  receive  the  new  name  of 
L.  leiospermum  Kindberg.  Again  the  name  L.  rupestre  will  have 
to  be  assigned  to  its  oldest  claimant,  a Brazilian  plant,  and  thus  we 
are  led  to  adopt  Lebel’s  manuscript  name  of  rupicola  for  ours.  The 
two  species  have  been  recently  described  for  English  Botany  Supple- 
ment in  accordance  with  these  views. 

Hypericum  lineolatum.  This  has  been  met  with  by  Mr. 
More  in  Ireland,  in  county  Mayo.  There  is  a supply  of  character- 
istic examples  for  distribution  gathered  by  ourselves  near  Thirsk, 
but  we  do  not  consider  it  more  than  a mere  form  of  perforatum. 

Sanguisorba  officinalis,  has  been  found  by  Mr.  More  in 
some  plenty  on  the  banks  of  Lakes  Cullin  and  Conn,  in  Mayo.  It 
is  new  to  the  West  of  Ireland,  having  been  known  previously  only 
in  one  Irish  Station,  viz  : — by  the  Bann,  in  Antrim. 

Circcea  intermedia.  Mr.  Whittaker  sends  specimens  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  Matlock,  in  Derbyshire,  all  of  which  have 
thin  cordate  leaves  and  conspicuously  winged  petioles,  but  only  some 
of  them  the  setaceous  bracteoles  which  are  regarded  as  characteristic 
of  C.  alpina.  It  is  not  recorded  as  a plant  of  the  Trent  province. 

Polycarpon  tetraphyllum.  This,  though  now  considered 
as  confined  to  the  Channel  Islands  and  the  south-west  of  England, 
is  recorded  on  old  authority  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Hull.  In 
the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Hailstone  of  Bradford,  a portion  of 
which  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Baker,  there  is  a specimen  of 
the  true  plant  labelled  as  being  from  this  locality,  with  a ticket  in 
the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Brunton. 

Sison  Amomum.  This  is  admitted  by  Mr.  Babington  as  a 
Scotch  plant,  but  rejected  by  Messrs.  Watson  and  Syme.  A speci- 
men in  Mr.  Winch’s  collection,  at  Newcastle,  from  a field  near  the 
Hirsel  Loch,  Berwickshire,  is  the  true  plant. 

Viburnum  Lantana.  Noted  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Baker,  last 
May,  in  a station  where  it  is  not  unlikely  to  be  truly  wild,  a hedge- 
bank,  near  Leven  Bridge,  Cleveland,  North  Yorkshire.  This  is  the 
only  station  in  the  county  with  which  we  are  acquainted  where  it 
seems  more  likely  to  be  indigenous  than  introduced.  It  has  been 
found  by  the  Bev.  A.  M.  Norman,  in  Durham,  in  a hedge  near 
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Sedgefield,  but  he  considers  that  it  has  most  likely  been  planted 
there. 

Lactuca  virosa.  Sent  by  Mr.  T.  It.  A . Briggs,  from  a wall  at 
Beer  Ferris,  Devonshire.  New  to  the  Peninsula  province. 

Gnaphalium  dioicum.  Sent  by  Mr.  T.  B.  A.  Briggs,  from 
Koborough  down,  an  extensive  common  between  Plymouth  and 
Tavistock.  New  to  Devonshire,  but  known  before  in  Cornwall. 

Pyrola  minor.  Sent  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Wlialley,  from  a fir 
wood  on  Chatmoss,  Lancashire.  It  is  not  given  for  the  Mersey 
province  in  Supplement  Cybele. 

Verbaseutn  nigro-pulverulentum  Smith.  Mr.  Whittaker  ^ 
sends  from  Smith’s  original  station,  of  Hellesdon,  Norfolk,  ex- 
amples of  this  plant,  gathered  by  the  Bev.  Kirby  Trimmer.  The 
following  description  is  made  partly  from  these,  and  one  or  two 
points  are  taken  from  the  English  Flora.  Stem  about  two  feet  high, 
panicled  above  with  erecto-patunt  branches,  bluntly  angular,  thinly 
cottony  throughout,  the  groundwork  shining  purplish-brown. 
Leaves  soft  in  texture,  blunt  at  the  point,  bluntly  and  irregularly 
crenate,  the  upper  surface  dull  grey  with  a thin  covering  of  down, 
the  lower  surface  rather  thickly  covered  with  down  and  the  veins 
conspicuous,  the  lower  leaves  large,  stalked,  not  more  than  broadly 
ovate,  the  upper  ones  cordate  sessile  or  even  a little  clasping.  Spike 
interruptedly  panicled  below,  long,  loose,  both  pedicel  and  calyx 
densely  cottony.  Corolla  bright  yellow,  measuring  nearly  half  an 
inch  across  when  fully  expanded,  stamens  densely  hairy  with  violet 
coloured  hairs,  shorter  than  the  slightty  hairy  club-shaped  stigma. 
Pedicel  at  least  twice  as  long  as  the  calyx.  Much  like  V.floccosum, 
from  which  it  differs  by  its  less  woolly  stems,  pedicels  and  calyces, 
less  woolly  and  crenate  leaves,  longer  pedicels,  and  by  the  colour  of 
the  hairs  of  the  stamens,  which  are  white  in  V.  floccosum.  There 
seems  to  be  no  question  that  our-  plant  is  identical  with  one  that  is 
well-known  and  widely  diffused  upon  the  Continent,  the  V. 
Schottianum  of  Schrader,  the  V.  nigro  fioccomm  of  Koch,  the  V. 
mixtwn  of  Bamond  in  De  Candolle’s  Flore  Francaise.  The 
Norfolk  specimens  agree  well  with  the  plant  of  AVirtgens  fasciculus 
No.  48.  It  is  probable  also  that  the  V thapso-nigrum  of  Withering 
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is  V.  collinum  Schrader,  V.  seminigrum  Fries  in  part  and  the  V. 
nigro  lychiitis  of  Babington  the  V.  Schiedianum  of  Koch,  all  three 
being  hybrids  between  Y.  nigrum  and  the  other  species. 

Gentiana  germanica.  Sent  by  Mr.  A.  G.  More,  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  Tring,  both  Bucks  and  Herts.  The  result  of  the 
examination  of  a considerable  series  of  specimens  from  different 
parts  of  the  Continent,  is  a conviction  that  the  presence  of  a stalk 
to  the  capsule,  which  as  been  regarded  as  a mark  by  which  this  may 
be  distinguished  from  G.  Amarella,  is  valueless  as  a diagnostic 
character.  It  is  sometimes  present  in  the  small  flowered  G.  Amar- 
ella, and  in  the  large  flowered  G.  germanica  every  variation  may  be 
traced  from  a barely  perceptible  stalk  to  one  half  an  inch  in  length. 

Orobanche  minor.  Sent  by  Mr.  Embleton,  from  a clover- 
field  near  Wark  worth,  Northumberland,  the  examples  gathered  by 
Mr.  Jno.  Chrisp.  New  to  the  Tyne  province. 

Plantago  Timbali  Jordan.  Sent  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Watson 
from  Thames  Litton,  Surrey,  from  amongst  sowu  clover.  Probably 
not  uncommon,  but  very  easily  passed  over  as  ordinary  P.  lanceolata. 

Neotinea  intacta  Reich  fil.  This  is  an  Orchidaceous  plant 
which  was  added  to  the  British  Plora,  by  Miss  P.  M.  Moz’e,'wlio  gath- 
ered it  in  May  last,  at  Castle  Taylor,  County  Galway.  There  is  an 
account  of  it  by  Professor  Beichenbach  in  the  January  number  of 
the  Journal  of  Botany,  accompanied  by  a coloured  figure.  Only 
some  half  dozen  specimens  have  yet  been  gathered.  It  is  not  very 
closely  allied  to  any  previously  known  British  species,  but  was 
formerly  referred  by  Bindley  to  Aceras.  It  is  a plant  of  Asia  Minor, 
the  Canaries,  Northern  Africa,  Greece,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
the  South  of  Prance,  so  that  its  discovery  in  Ireland  is  of  great 
geographical  interest,  and  it  is  remarkable  that,  as  Mr.  More  in- 
forms us,  it  is  accompanied  in  Galway  by  a South  European  insect, 
Anthrocera  Minos. 

Potamogeton  filiformis.  Sent  by  Mr.  A.  G.  More,  from 

Lough  Cullen,  County  Mayo.  New  to  Ireland,  and  the  true  plant 
apparently  quite  rare  in  Scotland. 

P.  flabellatus.  Sent  by  both  Mr.  J.  E.  Whalley  and  Mr.  . 
G.  E.  Hunt,  from  the  Bridgewater  Canal,  near  Eccles,  Lancashire, 
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where  it  grows  along  with  P.  pectinatus.  New  to  the  Mersey 
province. 

P.  nitens  Wrier.  This  also  is  a species  new  to  Britain 
which  has  been  found  by  Dr.  Moore  in  Ireland,  and  Mr.  G.  E.  Hunt 
in  Loch  Ascog,  in  Bute.  It  has  been  fully  described  and  figured  in 
the  Journal  of  Botany,  plate  No.  33.  Of  the  previously  known 
British  species  it  resembles  P.  hetrophyllus  most,  but  may  be  readily 
known  by  its  clasping  and  broader-based  lower  leaves  and  peduncles 
scarcely  thickened  at  the  apex. 

Zostera  nana.  Bound  by  Mr.  A.  G.  More  in  Dublin  Bay. 
New  to  Ireland. 

Alopecurus  bulhosus.  Sent  by  Dr.  Windsor,  from  the 
Mersey  side,  between  Runcorn  and  Warrington,  the  specimens 
gathered  by  the  late  Mr.  Buxton.  Not  given  by  Mr.  Watson  as  a 
Mersey  plant. 

Festuca  sylvatica.  Sent  by  Mr.  A . G.  More,  from  Foxford, 
County  Mayo.  New  to  the  West  of  Ireland. 

Polydichum  Lonchitis.  Both  Mr.  Embleton  and  Mr. 
Richardson  have  sent  specimens  which  unquestionably  belong  to 
this  species,  from  a station  in  Northumberland,  the  exact  locality 
of  which  it  is  not  thought  desirable  to  print,  which  is  within  100 
yards  of  the  sea  level.  We  are  not  aware  of  any  other  English 
locality  which  brings  the  species  clearly  within  Mr.  Watson’s  Mida- 
grarian Zone.  That  in  the  county  of  Durham  is  at  least  300  yards 
higher. 

P.  angulare.  Mr.  Richardson  sends  also  a characteristic 
example  of  this,  which  was  not  previously  known  clearly  as  a plant 
of  the  Tyne  province,  from  the  Cauledge  woods,  near  Wooller, 
N orthumberland. 

Ophioylossum  vulyatum.  Gathered  by  Mr.  J..  G.  Baker 

last  summer,  on  the  Hambleton  Plateau,  J^-.  E.  Yorkshire,  at  an 

elevation  of  fully  350  yards  above  sea  level  and  in  the  Superagrarian 
Zone. 

Equisetum  trachyodon  var.  Mr.  A.  G.  More  sends  from  the 

banks  of  Lough  Cullen,  Mayo,  a specimen  of  an  Efuisetum , which 

differs  from  the  typical  trachyodon  by  its  looser  sheaths  with  weak 
green  teeth.  & 
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Chara  alopevuroides  Delile.  Mr.  More  sends  a supply  of 
this  very  distinct  species.  He  finds  it  only  in  brackish  water,  in 
the  saltworks  of  Newtown,  Isle  of  Wight.  This  is  also  new  to 
Britain  and  was  described  and  figured  at  plate  9 of  the  Journal  of 
Botany,  but  the  plate  hardly  does  justice  to  the  habit  of  growth  of 
the  plant,  the  spikes  being  much  more  bushy  than  they  are  repre- 
sented.

II.  To  each  specimen  sent  for  exchange  must  be  fastened  a 
written  or  printed  label,  furnishing  the  following  items  of  informa- 
tion; viz.  1st,  the  number  and  name  of- the  plant,  with  the  authority 
for  the  latter,  as  given  in  the  latest  edition  of  the  London  Catalogue  ; 
2nd,  the  locality,  county,  and  date  ; 3rd,  the  name  of  the  collector 
and  contributor. 

III.  In  furnishing  lists  of  desiderata,  it  is  requested  that  the 
London  Catalogue  be  followed  as  a standard  of  nomenclature  and 
arrangement.

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CURATOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1865. 

As  in  previous  years  we  propose  to  give  here  a brief  notice 
of  the  more  interesting  plants  that  have  come  before  us  during  the 
past  year,  restricting  such  notice,  as  will  be  seen,  to  plants  of  which 
specimens  have  passed  through  our  hands,  notable  either  on  the  score 
of  critical  interest  or  as  having  been  found  in  tracts  whence  they 
are  not  registered  in  the  Cybele  Britannica  and  its  Supplement. 

Tkalictrum  flexuosum  oar.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  A\  m. 
Richardson  in  sending  a bundle  of  roots  and  living  specimens  of  the 
Thalictrum  of  the  exposed  basaltic  crags  of  Kyloe  near  Belford, 
Northumberland,  we  are  enabled  to  furnish  the  following  description. 
Stem,  a foot  to  eighteen  inches  in  height,  green  or  purplish,  leafy  to 
the  base,  zigzag,  hollow  in  the  centre,  not  compressible,  subterete, 
hardly  striated  towards  the  base,  but  marked  in  the  upper  part 
especially  below  the  sheaths,  slightly  glandular.  Lower  stipules 
with  adpressed,  upper  with  reflexed  auricles.  Leaves  bipinnate, 
the  leaflets  pale  green  above,  glaucous  and  covered  beneath  with 
shining  sessile  glands,  the  terminal  segment  about  half  an  inch 
broad  and  deep,  cuneate  or  rounded  or  even  cordate  at  the  base, 
three  parted  at  the  apex  and  sometimes  the  partings  again  toothed. 
Main  petiole  rounded  and  marked  with  three  striations  on  the  back, 
channelled  above,  both  the- main  and  secondary  petioles  spreading 
from  the  axis  at  right  angles.  Panicle  very  diffuse,  half  the  whole 
length  of  the  stem  or  nearly  so,  the  general  outline  broadly 
triangular,  the  lowest  branch  only  furnished  with  a leafy  bract  about 
half  its  length,  the  branches  patent  or  erecto-patent  arcuate,  only  9 
to  12  distant  flowers  upon  the  main  branches.  Anthers  apiculate, 
a line  long,  pendent,  the  pedicel  two  lines  long.  Carpels  two  lines 
long  without  the  style,  narrowly  ovate,  rather  gibbous,  irregularly 
ten-nerved,  some  of  the  nerves  faint  and  others  deeper  From  the 
ordinary  North  of  England  riverside  form  of  the  plant  this  differs 
principally  by  its  hollow  stem,  smaller  glandular  glaucous  leaflets 
and  few  flowered  scarcely  leafy  panicle. 

Viola  permixta  Jordan.  Mr.  Jordan  identifies  the  Viola 
gathered  by  Mr.  Briggs  near  Plymouth,  and  described  in  our  Report 
of  last  year  as  intermediate  between  hirta  and  odorata  with  his  own 
V.  permixta  (fasc  7,  page  6.  BoreauFl.  du  Centre,  3 edit.,  Vol.  2, 
p.  74.)  He  sends  examples  of  this  gathered  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Lyons,  and  the  comparison  of  our  plant  with  these  and  an 
authenticated  specimen  sent  by  Professor  Van  Heurck  from 
Antwerp,  leaves  little  room  to  doubt  their  substantial  identity, 
though  there  are  one  or  two  trifling  points  of  discrepancy  in  the 
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published  descriptions.  Mr.  Briggs  took  the  trouble  to  send  in 
Spring  several  living  examples  of  the  Devonshire  plant,  and  we 
give  him  a more  complete  description  of  it,  side  by  side  with  one  of 
the  ordinary  V.  odorata. 


V.  permixta.  Rootstock  woody 
scaly,  wide-creeping,  sending  out 
stolons  which  bear  tufts  of  leaves 
and  flowers,  and  occasionally  take 
root. 

Petioles  covered  throughout 
with  short  stiff  deflexed  hairs,  at 
the  flowering  time  some  of  them 
4 or  5 inches  long  which  is 
longer  than  the  peduncles. 

Leaves  hairy  all  over  on  both 
sides,  measuring  at  the  flowering 
time  about  lit  inch  long  includ- 
ing the  lobes  by  If  broad,  ex- 
panding in  Autumn  to  4 inches 
by  2£,  so  much  cordate  that  there 
is  only  a narrow  sinus  left  between 
the  lobes  which  are  a quarter  of 
an  inch  deep. 

Stipules  lanceolate,  the  cilia- 
tions  few  and  very  short. 

Peduncles  weak,  slender,  two 
to  four  inches  long  when  the 
plant  is  in  flower,  the  lower  part 
hairy,  the  upper  with  only  a few 
scattered  hairs,  the  bracts  linear 
and  slightly  gland-ciliated,  placed 
usually  below  the  middle  of  the 
peduncle. 

Sepals  oblong,  blunt,  faintly 
ciliated  along  the  lower  third  of 
the  edge,  petals  slaty-blue,  the 
upper  pair  imbricated,  § of  an 
inch  wide,  the  lateral  pair  rather 
narrower,  the  lowest  one  f-  of  an 
inch  across,  distinctly  emarginate 
at  the  apex,  narrowed  more 
gradually  than  in  the  other  and 
with  fewer  veins,  the  spur  § of' 
an  inch  from  its  extremity  to  the 


V.  odorata.  Rootstock  woody, 
scaly,  wide-creeping,  sending  out 
long  rooting  stolons  which  bear 
tufts  of  leaves  and  flowers. 

Petioles  1 to  2 inches  long  at 
the  flowering  time,  some  rather 
densely  hairy  with  deflexed  hairs 
some  nearly  hairless  or  the  hairs 
so  short  as  to  be  quite  incon- 
spicuous. 

Leaves  rather  less  hairy  on 
both  sides  than  in  the  other, 
measuring  at  the  flowering  time 
from  an  inch  to  an  inch  and  a 
half  both  ways  including  the 
lobes,  much  larger  in  Autumn, 
less  pointed  than  on  the  other, 
and  the  lobes  shorter  (not  less 
than  an  eighth  of  an  inch  long) 
and  diverging  more. 

Stipules  similar  in  shape  but 
the  ciliations  closer  and  more 
numerous. 

Peduncles  only  about  two 
inches  long,  not  so  hairy  as  in  the 
other,  bracts  not  gland-ciliated, 
placed  genially  above  the  middle 
of  the  peduncle. 


Sepals  oblong,  blunt,  some- 
times the  edge,  sometimes  the 
appendage  only,  faintly  ciliated, 
petals  white  or  deep  purplish- 
blue,  the  upper  pair  a quarter  of 
an  inch  across,  and  hardly  if  at 
all  imbricated,  the  lateral  pair 
about  as  broad,  the  lowest  one  f 
of  an  inch  across,  distinctly 
emarginate  at  the  apex,  the  spur 
keeled  and  shorter  and  thicker 
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top  of  the  lower  petal,  the  anther  than  in  the  other,  the  anther - 
spur  blunt  curved  upwards,  four  spur  curved  blunt,  three  to  four 
to  six  times  as  long  as  broad.  times  as  long  as  broad. 

Inodorous  or  faintly  scented.  Odorous. 

Viola  lutea  var  liamulata.  Having  now  raised  from  seed  the 
Pansy  from  Marrick  Moor  near  Richmond,  mentioned  in  Baker’s 
No^th  Yorkshire,  as  a form  under  lutea  and  grown  it  for  three  years 
without  finding  it  lose  its  characteristics,  we  give  a description  of  it 
here  to  draw  the  attention  of  botanists  to  it  as  a possibly  distinct 
variety  or  sub-species,  bearing  in  some  respects  the  same  relation  to 
typical  lutea  that  arvensis  has  to  tricolor.  Rootstock  thread-like, 
perennial,  wide-creeping.  Stems  diffuse,  much  branched  at  the 
base,  slender,  quadrangular,  pubescent  below  but  the  pedicels  naked. 
Lower  leaves  on  naked  channelled  stalks  about  a quarter  of  an  inch 
long,  roundish,  with  ciliated  crenations  about  as  broad  as  deep, 
upper  ovate  bluntish  or  even  lanceolate  acute,  with  crenations  two 
to  three  times  as  broad  as  deep.  Stipules  with  the  terminal  lobe 
much  larger  than  the  others,  leafy  and  toothed,  the  lobes  all  ciliated, 
the  lateral  ones  two  or  three  on  one  side,  usually  one  only  on  the 
other,  linear  or  subspathulate,  entire,  erecto-patent  or  sometimes 
curved  like  a sickle.  Bracts  three-quarters  of  the  distance  up  the 
pedicel,  minute,  ovate  acute,  about  the  same  width  as  the  stalk. 
Sepals  three-eighths  of  an  inch  long,  lanceolate  acuminate  slightly 
ciliated,  the  upper  pair  smaller;  equalling  the  petals.  Expanded 
corolla  £ of  an  inch  deep,  by  £ inch  across,  petals  all  yellow,  upper 
pair  pale  obovate  two  lines  across,  lateral  pair  smaller  deeper  coloured 
with  each  a tuft  of  hairs  at  the  throat,  the  lowest  four  lines  not 
marked  with  any  lines  or  marked  at  the  throat  with  three  to  five 
faint  ones.  Spur  slender,  curved  upwards,  barely  one  and  a half 
times  as  long  as  the  subquadrate,  bluntly  toothed  calycine  appendages. 
Anther  spur  linear-filiform  curved  upwards,  6 to  8 times  as  long  as 
broad.  The  typical  V.  lutea  has  the  terminal  lobe  of  the  stipules 
entire  and  less  leaf-like,  the  lower  petal,  when  the  plant  is  fairly 
developed,  half  an  inch,  the  lateral  pair  £ to  f of  an  inch,  and  the 
upper  pair  half  an  inch  across,  so  that  the  fully  expanded  corolla 
measures  about  an  inch  each  way,  and  the  spur  keeled  and  thickened 
at  the  end,  about  twice  as  long  as  the  deeply-toothed  calycine 
appendages. 

Sag  in  a ciliata.  Sent  by  Mr.  T.  R.  A.  Briggs,  from  Botus- 
fleming,  Cornwall.  Hew  to  the  County  and  Mr.  Briggs  has  gathered 
it  also  in  Devonshire. 

Arenaria  tenuifolia  var  viscosa  Bab.  Uuder  this  name  Mr. 
F.  Townsend  sends  a plant  from  gravel-pits  near  Eriswell,  Suffolk. 
It  is  not  the  true  A.  viscosa  of  Schreber,  which  has  not  yet  been 
found  in  Britain,  and  is  a much  smaller  plant  than  A tenuifolia, 
with  capsule  shorter  than  the  calyx  and  petals  half  as  long. 
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Agrimonia  odor  at  a,  Sent  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Purchas  from 
Lydney,  Gloucestershire.  Detected  last  Summer  by  the  Rev.  W. 
W.  Newbould  on  hedge  banks  near  Thirsk,  N.E.  Yorkshire,  and 
in  woods  near  Staward  peel,  Northumberland.  It  had  previously 
been  gathered  in  the  latter  county  in  two  stations  (Kyloe  crags  near 
Belford  and  in  Simonburn  dene  in  North  Tynedale)  by  Professor 
Oliver  and  Mr.  W.  II.  Brown.  This  adds  two  provinces  and  one 
subprovince  to  its  area  as  given  by  Mr.  Watson. 

Rosa  tomentosa.  Sent  by  Mr.  Briggs,  from  near  Landulph, 
in  Cornwall,  and  from  another  station  in  the  North  of  the  same 
County. 

Rosa  micrantha.  Sent  by  Mr.  Briggs  from  various  stations 
near  Plymouth,  some  in  Devonshire,  and  others  across  the  Cornish 
boundary.  A curious  variety  from  near  Bickleigh  has  globose 
fruit  and  naked  peduncles. 

Berberis  vulgaris.  Mr.  Briggs  sends  a specimen,  with  which 
he  writes  “ It  is  from  a Cornish  station  where  I think  it  likely  to 
be  indigenous.  It  grows  in  two  or  three  spots  among  bushes  that 
fringe  a low  cliff  or  bank  above  St.  John’s  lake,  an  inlet  from 
Hamoaze,  and  so  connected  with  the  sea.” 

Hybrids  between  Galium  Mollugo  and  verum.  Mr.  Briggs 
sends  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Plymouth  two  forms  of  Galium 
with  which  he  writes,  “ The  first,  which  I obtained  on  the  edge  of  a 
cliff  between  Wembury  and  Bovisand  on  the  first  of  July  is  I doubt 
not  the  G.  verum  var.  oclirolcucum  of  English  Botany,  3rd  edition. 
It  is,  I think,  a hybrid.  G.  verum  abounds  on  the  cliffs  where  I 
found  it,  and  G.  elatum  was  growing  near  it.  The  other  I think 
also  a hybrid  between  the  same  two  species,  but  partaking  more  of 
the  characters  of  elatum.  I found  it  on  the  29th  of  June,  growing 
on  a bank  by  the  side  of  the  road  between  Plymouth  and  Saltash; 
There  was  only  one  root,  close  to  which  was  a mass  of  G.  elatum 
and  a patch  of  G.  verum."  The  characters  of  these  two  plants  are 
as  follows. 


G.  vero-elatum.  Stems  about 
a foot  long,  slender,  scarcely 
thickened  at  the  nodes,  pilose 
throughout. 

Leaves  about  eight  in  a whorl 
and  fully  deflexed  upon  the  main 
stem,  linear-subulate  with  revo- 
lute edges,  the  largest  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  long  by  not 
more  than  half  a line  broad  at 
the  widest  part,  the  texture  thick, 


G.  elato-verum.  Stems  one 
and  a half  to  two  feet  long,  much 
stronger  than  in  the  other,  con- 
spicuously thickened  at  the  nodes, 
pilose  throughout. 

Leaves  about  eight  in  a whorl, 
deflexed  upon  the  main  stem, 
linear-obovate  mucronate,  broad- 
est at  two-thirds  of  the  distance 
from  the  base  to  the  apex,  the 
largest  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  long  by  nearly  a line  broad, 
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I he  midrib  prominent  beneath, 
the  under  surface  naked  and 
bright  green,  the  under  surface 
paler  and  pilose  principally  on 
the  midrib. 


Panicle  compact,  the  lower 
branches  erecto-patent  and  not 
more  than  from  one  to  two  inches 
long,  and  the  internodes  still 
shorter,  corolla-segments  a pale 
but  decided  yellow,  ovate  bluntish 
half  a line  long  by  a quarter 
broad,  the  peduncles  usually 
under  a line  in  length,  ultimately 
divaricate  or  deflexed,  the  fruit 
smooth  naked. 

Leaves  and  flowers  turning 
very  slightly  black  in  drying. 

First  fruit  just  full  size  July 
1st,  so  that  it  will  probably 
flower  about  the  second  week  or 
middle  of  June,  at  least  a fort- 
night earlier  than  the  other. 


flat  or  the  edges  slightly  revolute, 
the  texture  thinner  than  in  the 
other  and  the  midrib  less  promi- 
nent, the  upper  surface  dull-green 
and  naked,  the  lower  grey-green, 
pilose  principally  on  the  mid-rib, 
the  margin  furnished  with  a row 
of  short  forward-pointing  prickles 

Panicle  composed  of  numerous 
distant  long-stalked  numerously 
flowered  clusters,  corolla  segmen  ts 
cream-coloured  slightly  tinged 
with  purple,  quite  as  long  as  in 
the  other,  but  rather  narrower 
and  sharper,  the  peduncles  often 
exceeding  a liue  in  length,  ulti- 
mately erecto-patent  or  spreading 
at  right  angles  not  deflexed,  the 
fruit  smooth  naked. 

Scarcely  turn  at  all  black  in 
drying. 

First  flowers  opening  June  29. 
Styles  united  half  the  way  down, 
sometimes  longer  than  the  sta- 
mens, sometimes  shorter. 


The  flowers  of  both  of  these  and  of  G.  verum  measure  a line  across 
when  fully  expanded,  of  G.  datum,  a line  and  a half,  of  G.  erectum 
two  lines.  For  France  Grenier  and  Godron  describe  four  forms 
intermediate  between  verum  on  the  one  hand  and  datum  and  erectum 
on  the  other,  which  they  call  eminens,  approximatum , decolorans , 
and  ambiguum ; and  for  Germany  Dr.  F.  Schultz  describes  two, 
which  he  calls  Wirtgeni  and  Panlianum.  Of  these  decolorans, 
eminens  and  Wirtgeni  are  nearest  to  verum , the  other  three  to 
Mollugo.  It  would  seem  that  we  have  here  another  instance  of  what 
has  been  observed  to  occur  already  with  Stachys  palustris  and 
sylvatica,"  Primula  veris  and  vulgaris,  Geum  rivale  and  urbanum,  and 
perhaps  also  Lychnis  diurna  and  vespertina,  where  pairs  of  closely 
allied  plants  produce  natural  hybrids  in  which  sometimes  the 
characters  of  one  and  sometimes  of  the  other  parent  predominate. 


t Antirrhinum  Orontium.  Sent  by  the  Pev.  F.  Addison  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  Braystones  in  West  Cumberland,  where  it  has 
been  noted  recently  in  large  quantity  by  Mrs.  Pratten,  daughter  of 
the  botanist  Knapp.  Anglesea  is  the  most  Northern  point  in  the 
West  side  of  the  island  from  which  it  is  registered  in  the  Cybele. 
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Thymus  Serpyllum  and  Chamcedrys.  After  several  years 
cultivation  side  by  side  the  North  Yorkshire  forms  of  these  two 
plants  exhibit  the  following  characters. 


T.  Serpyllum.  Flowers  three 
lines  across  when  fully  expanded, 
the  lip  a line  and  a half  deep, 
the  upper  segment  oblong  emar- 
ginate  and  crenate,  the  lower  one 
faintly  marked  in  the  throat. 

Two  under  teeth  of  calyx 
linear  a line  and  a half  long, 
exceeding  the  upper  three  which 
are  triangular  in  shape  and  nar- 
rowed suddenly  to  an  apiculus. 

Flowers  mostly  in  a terminal 
head. 

Leaves  narrower  and  narrowed 
more  gradually  the  lower  half 
fringed  with  hairs. 


T.  Chamcedrys.  Flowers  two 
lines  across  when  fully  expanded, 
the  lip  barely  a line  deep,  the 
upper  segment  roundish  emargin- 
ate,  the  lower  one  distinctly 
marked  in  the  throat. 

Two  under  teeth  of  calyx 
linear  a line  long,  the  upper 
three  not  so  broad  at  the  base  as 
in  the  other  and  not  so  pointed. 

Flowers  usually  with  one  or 
two  separated  whorls. 

Leaves  broader  in  proportion 
to  their  length  only  the  haft 
fringed. 


A third  form  from  Falcon  Clints  on  the  Durham  side  of  the  Tees, 
has  the  corolla  and  manner  of  growth  of  T.  Serpyllum  with  linear- 
lanceolate  lower  calyx  teeth  just  equalling  the  upper  ones,  the 
leaves  and  lowest  bracts  obovate-spathulate  nearly  twice  as  long  as 
broad  including  the  haft,  hairy  not  only  all  along  the  edges  but  over 
the  blade,  and  the  stems  densely  hairy  with  rough  hairs. 


Stachys  palustri-sylvatica  Schiede.  Mr.  Briggs  sends  from 
the  border  of  a garden  at  Stoneybridge,  Devonshire,  and  Mr. 
Bromwich  from  Beausale  common  in  Warwickshire,  examples  of  a 
not  uncommon  plant  which  comes  about  midway  between  typical 
S.  palustris  and  the  true  S.  amliyua  of  Smith.  The  leaves  are 
narrower,  less  cordate  and  less  deeply  toothed  than  in  this  latter, 
and  the  stalks  under  half  an  inch  long.  These  agree  very  well  with 
an  example  marked  S.  amliyua  from  Professor  Boreau. 

Riimex  pratensis.  Detected  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Newbould 
last  summer  in  several  stations  ranging  in  altitude  from  150  to 
upwards  of  400  yards  in  the  dales  of  Durham  and  Northumberland, 
(Teesdale,  Weardale,  and  Allendale.)  This  extends  the  North 
limit  a province  beyond  what  is  stated  in  the  Cybele,  and  some  of 
the  localities  come  decidedly  within  the  Superagrarian  Zone. 

Surrey  Chenopodia.  Mr.  Watson  sends  us  this  year,  as  he 
did  last,  a series  of  packets  of  Surrey  Chenopodia  with  which  he 
writes  “ The  Chenopodia  from  Surrey  are  sent  in  continuation  of  a 
former  series.  The  packets  include  various  forms  of  C.  rulrum  and 
C.  urbicum  or  intermedium.  In  the  Flora  of  Surrey  a dwarf 
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Chenopodiwn,  is  given  under  tlie  name  of'  C.  botryoides,  but  the 
specimens  formerly  distributed  and  supplemented  by  those  now  sent 
suffice  to  show  that  the  so-called  C.  botryoides  of  the  Surrey  Flora 
is  really  a state  or  variety  of  C.  rubrum  and  not  the  true.  C. 
botryoides  of  the  South-eastern  coast,  C.  iirbicum  and  its  variety 
intermedium  are  both  included  by  name  in  the  Flora  of  Surrey. 
The  specimens  now  sent  will  show  what  forms  were  included  under 
those  two  names.  As  no  greater  differences  appear  between  these 
two  forms  than  are  found  between  varieties  of  C.  album  or  of  C. 
rubrum,  it  seems  proper  to  look  upon  them  also  as  one  single  species. 
Perhaps  all  of  them  would  be  assigned  to  C.  intermedium  only  by 
Continental  botanists  and  if  so  it  may  be  held  very  doubtful  whether 
the  typical  C.  urbicum  has  ever  really  occurred  in  England. 
Branches  from  two  or  three  large  plants  of  C.  glaucum,  found  in 
Guernsey,  are  introduced  into  some  of  the  packets  because  this  is  a 
very  scarce  species  and  some  mistakes  and  misnomers  of  it  occur  in 
works  on  British  botany.  The  two  dozen  packets  are  numbered 
consecutively,  but  only  one  half  of  them  contain  a full  series  of  the 
species  and  varieties.” 

Salix  viridis.  Hr.  Watson  sends  a set  of  specimens  in  leaf 
thus  labelled,  with  which  he  writes  “ Salix  viridis  is  sent  for  dis- 
tribution in  order  to  draw  attention  to  the  species  of  Fries,  which 
has  been  stated  to  occur  in  different  counties  of  England,  on  faith 
of  specimens  seen  and  named  by  Dr.  Andersson,  author  of  the  Malices 
Lapponicse.  Of  course,  it  cannot  be  quite  certain  that  Dr.  Andersson 
would  have  likewise  so  named  the  samples  now  sent,  but  they  do 
closely  resemble  some  of  the  specimens  from  Surrey,  which  lie 
named  S.  viridis S.  viridis  is  stated  by  Fries  to  be  characterised 
by  diandrous  male  flowers,  “ arrect”  catkins  with  leafy  stalks,  con- 
colorous  deciduous  scales,  lanceolate  acuminate  leaves  which  are 
perfectly  glabrous  on  both  sides  even  when  quite  young  and  tough 
erect  branches.  Fries  seems  to  consider  it  as  nearest  to  S . fray  ill's 
but  tending  towards  triandra  in  the  habit  of  the  catkins  and  alba 
by  the  toughness  of  the  branches.  But  a specimen  from  Mr. 
Watson  gathered  by  Nyman,  near  Stockholm,  has  the  young  leaves 
decidedly  silky,  so  that  it  would  appear  doubtful  whether  one  of  the 
characteristics  mainly  relied  upon  is  absolute.  In  this  example, 
the  flowers  of  which  are  taken  from  the  staminate  plant  when  very 
young  the  leaves  in  shape  and  texture  resemble  those  of  fragilis , 
the  peduncles  being  densely  silky,  and  the  scales  not  more  than  one- 
sixteenth  of  an  inch  long,  silky,  narrowly  obovate  and  bluntish.  In 
S.  fragilis  the  scales  vary  exceedingly  in  length  and  shape  and  are 
sometimes  nearly  naked,  in  S.  alba  it  is  the  same  and  they  are 
sometimes  quite  naked,  in  S.  triandra  they  are  always  quite  naked, 
more  tenacious  in  texture,  broader,  and  in  shape  bluntly  spathulate. 

S.  nndulata.  Mr.  Watson  sends  also  a set  of  specimens  in 
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leaf  from  North  Surrey  thus  labelled  on  the  authority  of  Dr. 
Andersson.  This  species  is  easily  distinguishable  from  S.  triandra 
when  in  flower  by  its  shaggy  scales,  elongated  style,  and,  in  the 
normal  form,  by  its  silky  capsule. 

Hymenophyllum  Wilsoni.  Sent  by  Mr.  W.  Richardson,  from 
Harehope  moor,  Eglingham,  on  the  Northumbrian  flank  of  the 
Cheviots.  This  is  questioned  as  a plant  of  the  Tyne  province  in 
Cybele  Supplement,  but  there  are  specimens  in  Winch’s  herbarium 
gathered  on  Si  monside  by  Sir  Walter  Trevelyan,  who  has  recently 
refound  it  on  the  same  hill. 

Introductions.  The  principal  plants  which  come  under  this 
head  which  we  have  to  notice  this  year  are  the  following. 

Alyssum  calycinum.  Eield  near  Little  Marlow,  Bucks,  J.  Britten. 

Neslia  paniculata.  On  the  Beach  at  Sandown,  Kent,  Aug.  1865, 
Mrs.  Benson. 

Erysimum,  orientate.  Mitcham,  Surrey,  H.  Trimen. 

Saponaria  Vaccaria.  Beach  at  Sandown,  Kent,  Mrs.  Benson. 

Arenaria  montana.  Wimbledon  common,  Surrey,  first  noticed 
seven  years  ago  by  Mr.  Pollock,  of  Wimbledon.  W.  Thistleton 
Dyer. 

Trifolium  agrarium  Linn  ( T.  aureum  Pollich.J  Clover  field  at 
Dounton,  High  Wycombe,  Bucks,  (J.  Britten.)  A weed  in  a 
barley  field  at  Hawnby,  N.E.  Yorks,  (J.  G.  Baker,)  and  seen 
several  times  by  both  of  us  in  forage  fields  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Thirsk. 

Vicia  (Ervum)  Monanthos.'  Numerous  specimens  in  a field  of  V. 
saliva  at  Allenheads,  Northumberland,  450  yards  above  sea- 
level,  July  and  August,  1865.  (J.  G.  B.) 

Bupleurum  protractum.  Meadow  near  Gloucester,  Dr.  St.  Brody. 
Ammi  majus.  Bank  of  the  Severn  near  Gloucester,  Dr.  St.  Brody. 

Artemisia  scoparia , with  Hibiscus  Trionum,  Malva  crispa,  and  other 
mostly  Mid-European  species  in  great  abundance  in  London 
on  the  site  of  the  Exhibition  of  1862.  W.  J.  Dyer. 

Aster  leucanthemus  Dcsf.  One  root  from  1860  to  1865,  near  Thim- 
ble bridge,  Thames  Ditton,  Surrey,  where  it  will  be  likely  soon 
lost  by  building  changes.  H.  C.  Watson. 

Phyteuma  spicatum.  A single  root  of  the  blue  flowered  variety  on 
a railway  embankment  near  Hill  Wotton,  Warwick.  ' H. 
Bromwich 

Echinospermum  Lappula.  In  the  same  station  as  the  Neslia  and 
Saponaria  Vaccaria  mentioned  above. 
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Plantago  arenaria.  Southend,  Essex,  a few  plants  on  the  beach 
east  of  the  gasworks.  J.  T.  Boswell,  Syme. 

Amaranthus  retrojiexus.  Waste  ground  near  Gloucester.  Dr. 
St.  Brody.

In  furnishing  lists  of  desiderata,  it  is  requested  that  the 
London  Catalogue  be  followed  as  a standard  of  nomenclature  and 
arrangement.
